fryufj intituled, “ An Aft for encouraging the planting of Timber 
“ Trees ” it is enacted, that from and after the firft day of September 
one thoufand feveu hundred and fixty-fix, Tenants for lives renewable for 
ever, paying the Rents and performing the other Covenants in their Leales, 
fhall not be impeachable of wafte in Timber Trees or Woods which they 
fhall hereafter plant; any Covenant m Leafes or Settlements heretofore 
made, Law or Ufage to the contrary notwithstanding : 

And whereas doubts have arifen in the couftruftion of the find Aft, 
whether the fame extends to the Heirs and Affigns of Tenants foi live 
renewable for ever, and not to Leafes for lives renewable for evel, or 
'Renewals of fuch Leafes fubfequently entered into ; 

TBe It tfittefote enaftCD and Declared by the KIN G ’s Moft Excellent

Temporal, and Commons, in this prefent. Parliament affembled, “ d '

lives renewable for ever, of Lands in that part of the United Kingdom called 
Ireland, and the Heirs andAffigns of Inch Leffees, dial have “d be 
entitled to the abfolute Property in all fuch Trees as he foe o. they fhall bythem . 
have planted or may hereafter plant, pending the duration and continuance 
of any Leafes for lives already executed or hereafter to be executed, oy 
Renewal or Renewals thereof; any Covenant for impeachment of wafte 
or any other Covenant Claufes or Relervations in (uch Leafes, Law or 
Ufage to the contrary in any wife notwithstanding. 
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
